Bus Ruling 
Traces Back 
to 1954 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court's unanimous de- 
cision approving massive bus- 
ing to achieve school deseg- 
regation is the court's latest 
landmark in 17 years of segre- 
gation-scuttling rulings. 


Tuesday's 9-0 ruling traces 


back to May 17, 1954, when an- 
other unanimous high court de- 
cision ordered public schools 
desegregated "with all deliber- 
ate speed." 


A year later, the court set 


down its first guidelines. It said 
federal courts should require 
"a prompt and reasonable start 
towa;d full complaisance. "A to- 
tal of 17 states required segre- 
gation by law and another four 
had laws sanctioning it. 


The high court set no dead- 


line and said "once such a start 
has been made, the courts may 
find that additional time is nec- 
essary to curry out the rulings 
in an effective manner." 


In 1958 the court said fear of 


violence that attended deseg- 
regation in Little Rock, Ark., 
was not reason to delay action. 


Then the court ruled against 


"evasive schemes" to avoid 
and delay desegregation and in 
1960 upheld lower courts that 
decided some school districts 
had had enough time to get de- 
segregation plans under way. 


In 1963, the court, ruling in a 


Memphis, Tenn., park deseg- 
regation case, said it had "nev- 
er contemplated that the con- 
cept of 'deliberate speed' would 
countenance indefinite delay in 
the elimination of racial bar- 
riers .... "

Nixon Asks 
Increase in

neys and a senator have told a 
meeting of neurosurgeons. 


Most malpractice suits, the 


attorneys said, result from me- 
chanical, cold and sometimes 
rude 
treatment 
afforded 


patients, who turn to the courts 
in anger when medical proce- 
dures are not wholly successful. 


"Three-fourths of all profes- 


sional liability suits could be 
avoided 
by 
more 
sensitive 


treatment from doctors," said 
Richard M. Markus of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, president of the 
American Trial Lawyers Asso- 
ciation. 


Speaking before a panel on 


professional liability at a meet- 
ing of the American Association 
of 
Neurological 
Surgeons, 


Markus said his clients who file 
malpractice 
suits 
complain 


most frequently about how they 
were treated as human beings 
and not how they were treated 
as patients. 


"A 
typical 
claimant 
who 


comes to my office gives a long 
tale about the doctor's recep- 
tionist who was rude, the secre- 
tary who was cold and the doc- 
tor who won't answer ques- 
tions," he said. "Then they just 
incidentally tell me about their 
medical complaints." 


Markus urged the doctors: 


"Listen to your own staff and 
how they talk to patients. Then 
listen to yourself. Even tape 
record it and play it back later 
if it will help you."

ture. But in the first part 
shown Tuesday night, some 
people told such sad tales and 
the theories of judges and law- 
yers were so gripping, visual 
excitement was not necessary. 


One woman told how she was 


faced with the loss of her home 
in a sheriff's sale to satisfy a 
finance company's claim of a 
few hundred dollars. This case 
was used to point out that 
small-claims courts, set up to 
help the poor, in many places 
have 
become 
collection 


agencies for merchants and fi- 
nance 
companies. 
In 
some 


places, 95 per cent of the cases 
are lost by default, the pro- 
gram said. 


On the criminal side, the re- 


port concentrated on a Black 
Panther who was under in- 
dictment but not convicted and 
spent 16 months in a New York 
jail because he was unable to 
raise bail. Ultimately he was 
convicted on one of the lesser 
counts in his indictment. The 
case was used to raise the 
question whether the jury sys- 
tem works fairly when venire- 
men drawn from the middle- 
class are called upon to judge 
those from deprived areas. In 
the case shown, the jury was 
fair, and one of the most inter- 
esting segments showed nine of 
the 12 jurors reassembled to 
discuss their reactions to prose- 
cution 
and 
defense.

seemed to distrust police as 
witnesses.

In so doing, Berkeley became 


the first city of more than 100,- 
000 population with a signifi- 
cant black population to deseg- 
regate schools by busing. For- 
ty-four per cent of the city's 
113,000 residents are black. 


Today, critics have

learned it did not meet all their 
expectations.

52 per cent opposed it three 
years ago and fewer than 30 
per cent today.

The busing of 3,560 elementa- 


ry youngsters began Sept. 10, 
1968, according to a plan that 
school officials and a citizens' 
committee had developed. 


The plan's key concept was 


that formerly white schools in 
the city's hill area would serve 
kindergarten 
through 
third 


grades, with whites walking to 
school and blacks riding buses, 
while black flatlands schools 
would serve grades 4-6, with 
blacks walking and whites rid- 
ing buses. 


The city was broken into four 


"attendance areas," each in- 
cluding a black neighborhood 
and a white neighborhood, and 
assignments to the 14 elementa- 
ry schools were worked out by 
computer. The assignments re- 
flected the- community's racial 
composition: Chicano 3.4 per 
cent, other white 43.3 per cent, 
black 44.7 per cent, American 
Indian .1 per cent and others 
8.5 per cent. 


"Our achievement in the pri- 


mary grades—the youngsters 
who have been with us all the 
way—is higher than it ever was 
in predesegregation Berkeley," 
says Dr. Richard Foster, the 
superintendent of schools. 


"I would contend that up 


through the eighth or ninth 
grades our kids are performing 
as well or better than they did 
before.

CBS turned over films and 


transcripts of "The Selling of 
the Pentagon" as actually tele- 
vised, and said this was being 
"furnished voluntarily and not 
in complaince with the sub- 
poena." 


The network reserved its 


right to challenge the validity 
of the subpoena, and urged re- 
consideration of the demand to 
furnish unused material.

Drug Firms' 
Merger Draws 
Challenge 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Federal 
Trade 
Commission, 


picking up a politically sensi- 
tive antitrust case dropped by 
the Justice Department, has 
challenged the merger of two 
drug houses into the nation's 
third largest 
pharmaceutical 


firm. 


The FTC said Tuesday the 


acquisition of Parke, Davis & 
Co. by Warner-Lambert Co. 
eliminates competition between 
the two firms which had com- 
bined assets of $971 million in 
1969. 


The merger had been op- 


posed by Assistant Atty. Gen. 
Richard W. McLaren, chief of 
the Justice Department's anti- 
trust division, but he was over- 
ruled by Deputy Atty. Gen. 
Richard G. Kleindienst last No- 
vember on the eve of the merg- 
er. 


While the Justice Department 


statement announcing that it 
would not bring suit against the 
merger did not go into the rea- 
sons for its decision, it noted 
that Atty. Gen. John N. Mit- 
chell was once a member of the 
law firm representing Warner- 
Lambert, and had disqualified 
himself from considering the 
case. 


Another former partner of 


that law firm is President Nix- 
on, who also is a close friend of 
Elmer H. Bobst, Warner-Lam- 
bert's 
honorary 
chairman, 


Bobst was among the six larg- 
est contributors to the 1968 Nix- 
on-Agnew campaign. 


Reached in Seattle where he 


was attending a Senate Com- 
merce 
Committee 
hearing, 


McLaren said "It's gratifying 
to see the FTC prosecutor has 
reached the same conclusion I 
did and that they'll fight the 
merger." 


Prior to the merger Warner- 


Lambert was the 12th largest 
U.S. drug manufacturer and 
Parke, Davis ranked 14. 


In New York, Stuart K. Hen- 


sley, chairman of Warner-Lam- 
bert, denied the merger vio- 
lated antitrust laws. 


"However, the company is 


prepared to enter into negotia- 
tions looking to an accom- 
modation with the government 
on some basis which will be 
satisfactory 
to the company 


and the government," Hensley 
said. 


The FBC's proposed com- 


plaint gives Warner-Lambert 30 
days to decide whether to nego- 
tiate a consent order settlement 
or contest the case before an 
FTC hearing examiner and sub- 
sequently the full five-member 
commission.

~Clem Sehrt testified in the 
LL&T trial Tuesday that if he 
had been banking commissioner 
at the time the now defunct firm 
applied for a certificate of au- 
thority to operate as a bank he 
would have investigated it. 


The late A. Clayton James, 


Sehrt's predecessor, wrote a let- 
ter to the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission in 1966 stat- 
ing LL&T was "similar to a 
bank" and came under his au- 
thority, the letter was sent, tes- 
timony alleged, after the SEC 
was suspicious of the firm and 
Gov. John McKeithen and other 
state officials pressured James 
into writing the letter. 


Under 
cross-examination 


Sehrt was asked if he would 
have investigated the firm. He 
replied, "Frankly, Mr. James 
should have. It was his duty to 
go examine that bank." 


State Atty. Gen. Jack Gremil- 


lion, New Orleans Rep. Salva- 
dor Anzelmo and Arkansas busi- 
nessman Ernest A. Bartlett Jr. 
are on trial for alleged fraud 
and conspiracy in their dealings 
with the now insolvent firm. 
James was listed as a cocon- 
spirator but not charged. 


LL&T opened its doors July 1, 


1966, as a small loan company 
and, under pressure from the 
SEC, was forced to come under 
the jurisdiction of the state 
Banking Department. It went 
out of business two years later.

In a court hearing, the com- 


pany said a child could not col- 
lect damages for something that 
happened 
before 
it was 
even 


born. Yet. the court held the 
company legally responsible for 
Ihe child's blindness. The judge 
said: 


"There should be a legal right 


in the newborn child to begin 
life with a sound body." 


This viewpoint, while not uni- 


versally accepted, is steadily gain- 
ing favor—at least, if the acci- 
dent takes place after the unborn 
child has become "viable." Courts 
have decided it is fairer to put 
some burden on the defendant 
than to leave the child uncom- 
pensated for a real handicap. 


However, it is not always clear 


that the accident truly did cause 
the child's affliction. In another 
case, a child was born mentally 
retarded after his mother had 
been hit by a careless motorist. 


But this time, there was no 


clear evidence connecting the two 
events. Refusing to hold the mo- 
torist liable, the court said a 
damage award would have been 
based "not on facts but on con- 
jecture." 


More unusual was the claim 


brought on behalf of an illegiti- 
mate child against his own father, 
seeking damages for the "shame" 
of his birth. 


But the court saw this as a 


forerunner of countless lawsuits 
by disgruntled children 
against 


their parents: 


"One might seek damages for 


being born of a certain' 'dolor, 
another because of race; one for 
being born with a hereditary dis- 
ease, another for inheriting un- 
fortunate family 
characteristics; 


one for being born into a large 
and destitute family, another be- 
cause a parent has an unsavory 
reputation."

dora's box of litigation, the court 
decided to turn the claim down.

Dear Reader — You really 


should see a doctor. If you 
have a lot of pimples or acne 
in youth, they may produce 
scars whether you squeeze 
them or not. It is often diffi- 
cult 
to prevent 
pimples. 


Soaking with warm water, 
mild soap and a clean cloth 
twice 
a 
day 
is 
helpful. 


Beyond this I think each per- 
son with this problem should 
see a skin specialist or 
dermatologist. 


If you have scars and no 


longer have active pimples, 
then you should see a plastic 
surgeon who does cosmetic 
surgery. Regardless of how 
the scars developed, it is im- 
portant that you make the 
most of your appearance. I 
am not one of those doctors 
who disapproves of cosmetic 
surgery; that is silly. Of 
course, it is to one's advan- 
tage to look his best. This is 
one of several reasons why 
teeth should be straight and 
properly aligned. 


The mental or psychic 


health of an individual is 
often just as important as 
his physical health. Psychic 
health is markedly affected 
by a person's self-image. If a 
person has an unattractive 
feature it can cause him to 
have a serious inferiority 
complex. Just look at the 
origin of the term, Napole- 
onic complex, referring to 
the fact that short people 


sometimes become overly 
aggressive. 


Regardless of what has 


caused the scars on your 
face, yon should see what 
could be done about it, even 
if you have to get a part- 
time job to pay the doctor. 


Sometimes the surface of 


the skin can be removed, 
leaving a new fresh layer of 
skin essentially free from 
scars. 
It is probably not 


worth-while to do this, how- 
ever, unless you have passed 
the stage of having a lot of 
active pimples.

a pet cat eat off the same 
plate that one knows he is 
going to eat from later? 


Dear Reader — If the 


dishes are properly washed, 
there is no danger.

South finds himself 
in a diamond slam after re- 
bidding three diamonds over 
his partner's Stayman three 
clubs. He is sure of his con- 
tract if either the spade or 
diamond finesse works, but 
he wants to give himself 
some extra chances. 


You can see that the dia- 


mond king is singleton, but 
South cannot and should not 
play for it. 


The correct play is to win 


the first heart in dummy, 
lead a heart to his king and 
ruff his last heart. Then try 
the diamond finesse. It loses 
but since the king of dia- 
monds is a singleton, West 
has to make a losing return. 


A spade lead takes South's 


finesse for him. A heart lead 
allows South to ruff in dum- 
my and discard his jack of 
spades. After that he takes 
his two b l a c k aces and 
claims the rest of the tricks 
on a cross-ruff. 


The best defense is for 


West to lead a club and East 
to play his nine, but that 
fails also. South gets rid of 
one of dummy's spades on 
that club trick; a second on 
the ace of clubs and a third
